Norman Littell, Ousted 
‘Insubordination,’ 


for 
Says Row Bars ‘Hench- 
man’ of ‘The Cork’ 


From Being Appointed. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt fired Assist- 
ant Attorney General Norman 
Littell today and Littell promptly 
asserted the situation had prevent- 
ed appointment of “a Tommy 
Corcoran henchman” as his suc- 
eessor. 

Littell received reporters at the 
Department of Justice shortly 
after the department released a 
jJetter from the President dismiss- 
ing Littell for “insubordination.” 

Littell has had a wide-open split 
with his chief, Attorney General 
Francis Biddle, accusing Biddle of 
having interfered in one Depart- 
ment of Justice case in favor of 
Thomas G, (Tommy the Cork) 
Corcoran, former. presidential in 
timate now in private law prac- 
tice. 

Charges Called ‘Unfounded.’ 


Im a prepared statement dis- 
tributed at his press conference, 
the 45-year-old former head of the 
Department of Justice's land di- 
vision said: 

“In regard to the statement 
which the Attorney.General has 
just issued, it is unnecessary for 
me to say that his use of adjec- 
tives regarding my statements to 
the Mead (Senate War Investigat- 
ing) Committee, such as ‘reckless 
and unfounded’ do not answer 
facts. I have stated the facts. I 
am wholly satisfied with the pub- 
lic service which I have rendered 
in this matter and a complete vic- 
tory for good government has 
been won, 

“To state only one consequence, 
the planned appointment of my 
successor in this great division of 
‘the Department of Justice will not 
now be a Tommy Corcoran hench- 
man because both the Chief Ex- 
ecutive and the Judiciary Com- 
mittees of Congress are amply 
warned. 

“I could not have resigned and 
@handoned this division with its 
high integrity and splendid per- 
sonnel without making them se- 
eure against this eventuality.” 

Seeks Inquiry by House. 

Meanwhile, Representative Voor- 
his (Dem.), California, introduced 
2 resolution calling on the House 
Judiciary Committee to investi- 
gate circumstances surrounding 
the President’s dismissal of Littell. 

Chairman Sumners (Dem.), Tex- 
as. of the Judiciary Committee, 
earlier had informed a reporter:

ROLLA WELLS, 
1. LOUIS WORLDS 
FAIR MAYOR, DIES 


Also Was Ex-Governor of 


Federal Reserve Dis- 


trict — Funeral to Be 


Held Tomorrow. 


Rolla Wells, World’s Fair 
Mayor of St. Louis, former Gov- 
ernor of the St. Louis Federal 
Reserve District, and holder of 
other important public positions, 
died early today at his home, 25 
Westmoreland place, of infirmities 
of age. He was 88 years old, and 
had been confined to his home 
for two weeks. 

The funeral will be held at 2:30 
o'clock tomorrow afternoon at the 


home, and will be conducted by 
the Rev. Dr. B. Frank Hall, pastor 
of Central Presbyterian Church. 
Burial will be in Bellefontaine 
Cemetery, 

Mr. Wells served two terms in 
the mayoralty, 1901-09. He was 
later president of the Business 
Men's League, predecessor of the 
Chamber of Commerce, Federal 
Reserve Governor, and receiver of 
the United Railways Co., holding 
the last position up to the reor- 
ganization of the street railway 
system in 1927. 

He igs survived by his wife, Mrs. 
Carlota C, Wells, and by a son 

nd three daughters of a former 
marriage. These are Erastus 
Wells, vice president of St. Louis 
Union Trust Co.; Mrs. J. Clark 
Streett, formerly Maud Wells; 
Mrs. Tom K. Smith, formerly Jane 
Wells, and Mrs, Elzey Roberts, 
formerly Isabella Wells. 

Rolla Wells was the son: of 
Erastus Wells, pioneer St. Louis 
| transit promoter and owner, who 
(in 1859 obtained the charter 


| for the first horse-car line west 


\of the Mississippi. The elder 
Wells was a member of Conprrenss 
through Gen. Grant's two preal 
dential terms. The son's birth- 
place was on the south side of 
Olive street, west of Fifteenth 
Street. At the age of 5, he viewed 
the Battle of Camp Jackson from 
his grandfather's surrey at Olive 
and Garrison avenue. After the 
Civil War, the Wells country home 
was built north of St. Charles 
Rock road, with the entrance at 
the present Kienlen avenue. The 
surrounding community took the 
name of Wellston from the fam- 
ily.

Senator Murray Assured 
of Preferential Consid- 


eration Early in Next 
Session for Missouri 


Valley Measure.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30. — The 
question of creating a Missouri 
Valley Authority to develop and 
administer a broad improvement 


is not likely to come to a vote at 
this session of Congress. Senator 
James E, Murray of Montana, au- 
thor of an MVA bill, who had con- 
sidered offering his measure as an 
amendment to the flood control 
bill now before the Senate, prob- 
ably will wait until the next Con- 
gress to make the real fight for 
his proposal. 

It appeared that he would 
have the assurance of many 


Senate leaders that his measure 
would have preferential considera- 
tion early in the next session. 


The flood control bill, as _ it 
stands before the Senate today, 
contains an amendment authoriz- 
ing a vast program of Missouri 
Valley projects in accordance with 
a joint report agreed to by the 
Army Engineers and the Bureau 
of Reclamation, 

The Senate placed this provi- 
sion in the bill yesterday after- 
noon when, without’ dissent, it 
agreed to several sections of an 
amendment proposed by Senator 
Joseph C, O’Mahoney of Wyom- 
ing. 

Amended Bill Covers Both Plans. 

As amended, the bill encom- 
passes practically the whole of 
both the Pick plan of the Army 
Engineers and the Sloan plan of 
the Bureau of Reclamation, with 
certain co-ordinating adjustments. 
In its original form it authorized 
only the Pick plan. 

The composite scheme, which 
President Roosevelt described in 
his special message Tuesday as a 
basic engineering plan for the Min- 
souri Valley, would enormously in- 
crease estimated costs. The Pick 
plan calls for expenditures of about 
half a billion dollars and the Sloan 
plan for expenditures of more 
than a billion. The amendment 
would authorize 400 million dol- 
lars for the initial phases of the 
joint plan, to be spent equally by 
the Army Engineers and the Re- 
clamation Bureau. 


The Senate did not appear to be 
in a mood to create a Missouri 
Valley Authority at this time. It 
moved the bill along toward final 
action yesterday by agreeing with- 
out objection to provisions in the 
O’Mahoney amendment’ which 
would place the development and 
administration in the hands of the 
Army and the Reclamation Bu- 
reau, 


Kxtensive Debate Touched Uff. 


Kurther extensive debate was 
touched off by an amendment of- 
fered late yesterday by Senator 
Murray, This would transfer to 
thes Bureau of Reclamation all 
storage reservoirs built by the 
Army Engineers in the 17 Western 
states and turn over to: the bu- 
reau all civil construction hereto- 
fore carried on in those states by 
the Army Engineers. 


Senator Murray informed the

Pen to Save Wounded Yank’s Life

WITH GEN, PATTON'S THIRD 
ARMY, Nov. 29 (Delayed).—One 


of the most remarkable pieces of 
battlefield surgery in this war— 
performed by a 19-year-old private 
whose only instruments were a 
jack knife and a fountain pen— 
became known today. 

The surgery performed was a 
tracheotomy, or windpipe opera- 
tion, and the battlefield surgeon 
was Pvt. Duane N. Kinman, a 
medical aid man for Company B 
of the Second Infantry Regiment 
of the Fifth Division, whose home 
town is College Place, Wash, 

On Nov. 10, while pushing to- 
ward Metz, Company B was at- 
tacking the village of Louvigny. 
A German mortar shell fragment 
caught a rifleman in the throat. 
(The injured man’s name cannot 
yet be published.) 

The rifleman fell in the mud, 


and lay writhing from the pain 
caused by the shrapnel that had 
Slashed through his throat muscles 
in what the medics later called “a 
perforating wound of the neck 
with the wound exit over the tra- 
cheal area and fracture of the 
tracheal,” 


Pvt. Kinman, who was binding 
up a chest wound and fractured 
ankle of a staff sergeant, saw the 
rifleman thrashing about. Kinman 
quickly finished attending the ser- 
geant’s wounds and rushed to him. 


He saw that the infantryman 
was turning blue in the face, gasp- 
ing and evidently suffocating from 
the injury to his windpipe, which 
was cutting off his breathing. He 
was throwing himself about wildly 
and Second Lt. Edwin M. Eberling

Harbor through 
Nov. 15, Army casualties 
amounted to 461,058, Secretary 
of War Stimson said today. 
This was an increase of 6878, 
including 1595 dead, in one | 
week from Nov. 7. Navy cas- | 
ualties are 75,892, an 
of 1277 for the week. The Navy 
increase in dead was 272. 

Here are the Army casual- 
ties, together with those an- 
nounced a week ago: Killed, 
89,840 and 88,245; wounded, 258,- 
106 and 254,283; missing, “57,514 
and 56,442; prisoners, 55,598 and 
65,210. ; 

The Navy casualties: Killed, 
29,480 and 29,208; wounded, 32,- 
600 and 31,574; missing, 9326 
and 9347; prisoners, 4486 (un- 
changed).

The War *Department an- 
nounced that of 437,356 Army 
casualties up to the end of 
October, 235,735 were incurred 
in the European theater. These 
included 45,316 killed, 28,500 
missing, 136,642 wounded and 
25,277 prisoners.

But This Is Not a Cold Wave 
Under Weather Bureau 


Standard. 


When the temperature dipped 
to 16 degrees at 9 o'clock this 
morning, St. Louis had its coldest 
Nov. 30 since the all-time record 
low of 3 degrees for this day in 
1929. And while the forecast in- 
dicates it will be even colder to- 


night, this is not a. cold wave aso 
far aa the Weather Bureau is 
concerned. 

Snow was in the air all night 
after about 7:45 o’clock, but the 
3 of an inch which accumulated 
was insignificant by comparison 
with the snowlest November day 
on record, which was also in 1929. 
The city was blanketed under 6% 
inches on Nov. 28 that year. 

Tomorrow winter begins in the 
Weather Bureau's calendar, and 
technically the requirements for a 
cold wave become more Severe. 
After today, nothing qualifies as 
a cold wave unless the mercury 
shrinks to the 10-degree line. This 
month 24 degrees was enough, if 
accompanied by a 20-degree tem- 
perature drop, 

It will be fair tonight and to- 
morrow, with lowest temperature 
tonight about 14 degrees, Tomor- 
row it will be warmer, The fall 
season was milder and drier than 
normal.

GEN. MacARTHUR’S HEAD- 
QUARTERS, Philippines, Nov, 30 
(AP).—American fighter planes 
sank 10 Japanese transports and 


three destroyers, with at least 
4000 reinforcements aboard, in a 
Tuesday-Wednesday battle which 
crippled an apparent enemy effort 
to land a full new division on 
Leyte Island. 

The latest strike increased to 
21,000 the number of Japanese re- 
inforcements who failed to reach 
port, but some fresh troops evi- 
dently slipped ashore to join in 
the battle of the Ormoc corridor. 

Two transports In this sixth ma 
jor reinforcement convoy were de- 
stroyed in Ormoc port, after they 
had been partly unloaded of men 
and supplies. One vessel blew into 
pieces when hit, 

The other elght transports were 
destroyed “well out at sea,” to- 
day’s communique said. It esti- 
mated 4000 troops were lost. The 
destroyers sunk were escorting the 
convoy. 

The Japanese have lost 26 trang- 
ports and 17 escort vessels, mostly 
destroyers, in their desperate ef- 
forts to land reinforcement troops 
on, Leyte. In addition three cargo 
vessels, “apparently headed” 
Ormoc, were sunk last week off 
Cebu. 

No Estimate on Number Landed. 

It is probable, said the commu- 
nique, that this latest convoy was 
bringing in another division, “as 
prisoners of war captured on the 
front stated they had been told 
the Second Japanese Infantry Di- 
vision was expected.” 

There was no estimate of the 
number of men who might have 
landed at Ormoc. Despite heavy 
sea losses, the Japanese have put 
ashore more than 35,000 reinforce- 
ments since Oct. 25. 

Rains limited ground activity 
for the third straight day. The 
communique reported that 23% 
inches of rain had fallen on Leyte 
since Nov, 1-—"an unprecedented 
record for November.” 

Front-line American = echelons 
are being supplied partly by air.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (AP).- 
All Superfortresses which partici- 
pated in the third B-29 raid on 
Tokyo returned to their base, a 


Twentieth Air Force communique 
said today. 

All three raids have taken place 
within a week, the previous at- 
tacks having been last Friday and 
Monday. Only two Superfortresses 
have been lost, both in the firat 
attack, and the crew of one of 
these was rescued by a destroyer. 

The communique said: 

“Industrial targets in Tokyo 
were bombed Wednesday by B-29 
aircraft of Brig. Gen. H. S. Han- 
sell’s Twenty-first Bomber Com- 
mand: in the first night mission 
flown by the Saipan-based Super- 
Bombing was accom- 
plished by precision instruments. 
Results were not observed because 
of cloud cover. Air crewmen re- 
ported that antiaircraft fire was 
meager and inaccurate. None of 
our aircraft was lost from enemy 
action.” 

Fewer Planes Used. 


Associated Press’ Correspondent 
Vern Haugland, in a_i dispatch 
from Saipan, said the Superfort 
ress force numbered less than half 
of that employed-in the two pre- 
vious raids. The planes took off 
in time to return by daylight. 

Haughland’s dispatch disclosed 
that Gen. Hansell had anticipated 
the planes would find the Tokyo 
bay targets outlined sharply under 
a full moon—a hope frustrated by 
clouds, 

Sgt. George B. Tipp, of Portage 
des Sioux, Mo. was named in 
Haugland’s dispatch as a member 
of one of the Superfortress crews 
participating.

yesterday that the Russians had 
broken into the town, 

The capture of Szikszo, nine 
miles northeast of Miskole and 
about 95 miles northeast of Buda- 
pest, also was announced by 
Stalin, who ordered a Moscow 
salute of 12 salvos from 124 guns. 

In southwestern Hungary, Rus- 
sian and Yugoslav forces drove 
forward west of the Danube in an 
offensive that has the three-fold 
possibility of encircling Budapest, 
driving straight into Austria and 
sealing off of all German troops in 
the Balkans, 

Moscow's confirmation vyester- 
day of the drive, which Berlin had 
been reporting for a week, dis 
Closed initial advances up to 25 
miles beyond the river in a break- 
through on a 93-mile wide front 
and the capture of 350 populated 
communities. 

The drive across the Danube by 
Marshal Feodor To!bukhin’s Third 
Ukrainian Army and Yugoslav 
Partisans was north of the big 
river’s confluence with the Drava, 
a point 130 miles south of Buda- 
pest. The break-through on its 
northern flank reached within 37 
miles of the Hungarian capital. 
Apparently Russian troops in this 
setor stood somewhere between 
the Danube and the north end of 
Lake Balatan, 100 miles from the 
Austrian border, 

Some Soviet units are near 
Budapest's city limits below the 
capital, but have run into stiff re- 


sistance by the Germans,

The 
Germans declared the combat to 
be one of the greatest battles of 
attrition in history, \ 

Yanks Near Merzig. 

American Third Army tanks 
won high ground overlooking 
Merzig, a stronghold of the Sieg- 
fried line, while infantrymen 
pushed to the west bank of the 
Saar along a three-mile front and 
won a ridge two miles directly 
west of Saarlautern. The gains 
were made against strong opposi- 
tion and counterattacks. 

The Third, with the First and 
Ninth Armies on the Roer, consti- 
tute Gen. Bradley’s army group 
of which 23 American divisions of 
275,000 or more men are known to 
be in action, 


The United States Seventh 
Army, flanking the Third to the 
southeast, was breaking German 
resistance along its line. It side- 
stepped the strongly held French 
rail center of Haguenau, 31 miles 
southwest of Karlsruhe, where the 
Germans have stores of ammuni- 
tion and fuel. Lt. Gen. Alexander 
M. Patch aimed his divisions 
straight at Karlsruhe, a city of 
190,000 beyond the Rhine in the 
shelter of the Siegfried line.

The last foxholes you come to 
are a dug-in circle around the 
pillbox position itself and all with- 
in eight feet of it. There is no 
way of telling what price our men 
paid to get into those final fox- 
holes from which they kept the 
pillbox defenders away from its 
apertures with small-arms fire 
while out engineers planted heavy 
explosive charges which eventually 
caved in the six-foot thick con- 
crete roof. Even then the defend- 
ers of this particular block house 
did not surrender until driven out 
by flame-throwers, squirted 
through the great crevices in the 
concrete by the engineers’ explo- 
sives. 

Lt. Andrew Badek, Woodbridge, 
N. J., whose outfit in the last few 
days has reduced some of the big- 
gest pillboxes in the Beek area, 
explained how further impervious 
these giant boxes are to our heav- 
iest artillery or bombing, He said 
that the Germans made it a prac- 
tice to try to stave off final at- 
tacks by bouncing the shells of 
their supporting 88s off the con- 
crete sides of their own boxes.

Leipzig Area Refineries, 
Saarbrucken Yards 
Blasted — British Also 
Bomb Fuel Plants. 


LONDON, Nov. 30 (AP).—AI- 
most 1300 American heavy bomb- 
ers continued the offensive 
against German rail and oil tar- 
gets today with raids on four syn- 
thetic refineries in the Leipzig 


area and the railroad yards at 
Saarbrucken, 

More than 1000 fighters, includ- 
ing Mustangs, Thunderbolts and 
Lightnings from bases in France 
and England, went along to keep 
off German interceptors, 

British Mosquito and four-en- 
gined Lancaster bombers lashed 
out at three benzol plants near 
Oberhausen, Bottrop and Duisburg 
in the Ruhr. 

Today’s American and British 
attacks were the sixth and sev- 
enth blows in a 48-hour assault 
by probably 11,000 bombers. The 
American raid equaled the might- 
lest single effort of the Eighth Air 
Force. 

Headquarters of United States 
Strategic Air Forces in Europe 
said oil plants at Bohlen, Merse- 
burg, Zeitz and Lutzkendorf, about 
100 miles southwest of Berlin, 
were hit by waves of Flying Fort- 
resses and  Liberators. Others 
jarred the industrial capital of the 
Saar mining area, Saarbrucken, 
eight miles’ in front of the Amer- 
ican Third Army. 

The daylight blows followed a 
raid last night on Hannover by 
Mosquitoes, which dropped two- 
ton “blockbusters.” 

Four-enginead Lancasters were 
out before dawn yesterday with 
tons of explosives for Easen and 
Neuss in the Ruhr, Mosquitoes set 
sirens howling at Duisburg shortly 
after noon, Then other Lancasters 
smashed at Dortmund, also in the 
Ruhr.

QUICK ACTION URGED TO AVOID 
SERIOUS SUGAR SHORTAGE 


NEW YORK, Nov. 30 (AP). — 
The Food Industry War Commit- 
tee warned yesterday that the 
United States will face a serious 
sugar shortage unless Government 
agencies take “constructive action 
quickly.” 

In a report sent to Government 
officials by the orvanization’s 
chairman, Clarence Francis, also 
chairman of. General Foods Cor- 
poration, the group attributed the 
scarcity of sugar to inadequate 
assignment of ships to bring in 
raw sugar, and insufficient con- 
tinental production of sugar. 

The committee recommended: 
Stimulate increased sugar output 
in Cuba, Puerto Rico and help 
Hawaii for 1946; give domestic re- 
finers assistance on man power 
and equipment priorities; revamp 
rationing and allocation programs 
and prevent sugar from being di- 
verted to high test molasses to 
make industrial alcohol.

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SMALL AIRPORTS 
MAY BE POSSIBLE 
UNDER CAA PLAN 


Recommendation for $8,- 
~,698,500 for Area 
Would Free Funds 


From Bond Issue. 


Possibility that several small air- 
ports for private flyers .may be 
established in the St, Louis area 
was seen today as the result of a 
recommendation madeto Congress 
yesterday by the Civil A ‘onautics 
Administration that |$3%,698,500 be 
allotted to the area ws part of a 
91,250,000,000 postwar airport pro- 
gram, \ 

Of the sum, $6,557,000 wotild be 
for St. Louis, and new construc- 
tion and improvements in nearby 
territory would amount to $2,141,- 
500. In Missouri, this would in- 
clude $116,500 at St. Charles and 
$42,000 at Valley Park, | 

If the money suggested for St. 
Louis were appropriated, it would 
free other funds already allocated 
from bond issue money for airport 
purposes to be used for other pro}- 
ects of the same type, or could be 
used directly for additional proj- 
Money 1s already available 
from city funds for expansion of 
Lambert-St. Louis Field and con. 
struction of a new major airport 
at Columbia Bottoms. 

The CAA proposal, 
new construction and improve- 
ment of present facilities during 
a five-to-10-year period following 
the war, would divide the cost be- 
tween the KEederal Government 
and non-Federal public agencies, 
such as states, municipalities and 
other public bodies. 

The division of the St. Louis 
expenditures would be as follows: 
Preparation of land, $5,010,000; 
paving, $1,270,000; lighting, $65,- 
000: radio, $170,000, and miscel- 
laneous, $42,000. 

Proposed Illinois expenditures 
include $1,170,000 at East St. Louis, 
$305,000 at Belleville and at Alton, 
$64,000 at Edwardsville and Jer- 
seyville, and $25,000 at Collinsville, 
Granite City and Waterloo. 

Other Missouri communities 
where expenditures were recom- 
mended include Cape Girardeau, 
$651.000: Jefferson City, $675,000; 
Columbia, $629,000; Nevada, $530,- 
500; Kansas City, $104,000; Auro- 
ra, $136,500; Bonne Terre, $136,- 
500: Boonville, $136,500; Carthage, 
$112,500; Charleston, $112,500; Fes- 
tus, $112,500; Tulton, $153,500; 
Hannibal,. $615,000; Mexico, $153,- 
500; Moberly, $267,000, and Sedalia, 
$605,000. 

In its proposal to Congress, the 
CAA estimated there would be 
400,000 civilian aircraft in this 
country within 10 years after war 
ends, compared with about 25,000 
at present. 

It proposed building 3050 new 
airports in the United States and 
improving 1625 existing fields at 
an estimated cost of $1,021,567,945 
for clearing, grading, paving, 
lighting and radio facilities. 

Costs for land acquisition and 
construction of buildings other 
than hangars would increase this 
amount an additional 230 million 
dollars, the report said. A sum 
of three million dollars for imme- 
diate surveys and other prepara- 
tory work also was proposed. 

In discussing the need for more 
airports, the report said: “As a 
by-product of the war, we have 
the necessary manufacturing facil- 
ities and a huge pool of potential 
pilots. There will be at the end 
of the war approximately 350,000 
Army and Navy pilots and 150,000 
civilian pilots and students. Also

Drives in Balkans.

As long as two months ago it 
became evident that two cities 
were the gateways to drives into 
Germany in the East and West.

Progress in West. 

Inquiry of American officials 
brings the information that the 
average progress of the Western 
front offensive is well up to 
echedule. Its objective is to 


break the German armies in the 
west, trapping them, if possible, 
on the Allied side of the Rhine. 
There is some slight possibility, 
according to military logic, that

The chief speculation in mili- 
tary circles here is whether the 
pistol-point control 
by the Nazis will crack once 
Allied armies have thrust across 
the Rhine.

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The Lend-Lease Formula 


President Roosevelt took occasion, in his sev- 
enteenth report to Congress on lend-lease op- 
erations, to paint the magnitude of reverse lend- 
lease from the British Commonwealth, now risen 
to $3,348,000,000. This, as he says, has “played 
an essential part in the stupendous job of pre- 
paring for and supplying the great Allied offen- 
sives in Europe.” 

At the same time, the President warned 
against the tendency among some Americans of 
estimating this reverse lend-lease as repayment 
by an ally of money or goods we have lent. 
This is a distinction our people cannot learn 
too soon, otherwise we may retrace our path of 
error after World War I. 

In World War I, we contrived no financial 
formula by which to assume the costs of Amer- 
ican goods sent to aid the Allies. The legacy 
was the war debts, a multi-billioned bone of con- 
tention which contributed actively to the de- 
velopment of the isolationist point of view. 

Those were the days of the Coolidge precept, 
“They hired the money, didn’t they?” and of 
our ex-allies’ counter-sneer of “Uncle Shyloek.” 
Most disastrous of all, the war-debt phobia be- 
came an emotional foundation for the chief eco- 
nomic folly of the lush '20s, when we shipped 
goods and loans to the rest of the world, but 
built a tariff wall against imports. We were an 
architect of the Great Depression. 

Realizations of the fruits of folly had much 
to do with the new concept introduced in the 
Act of March 11, 1941, establishing lend-lease, 
which reflected the President’s occasional genius 
in implementing ideas with novel administrative 
machinery. 

Few of our policy proposals have been more 
exhaustively—or more competently—assailed and 
defended in Congress. When the bill went to 
the White House, none could mistake that the 
national legislature had decisively agreed to the 
philosophy of joint contribution to the cause. 

Whenever the President proclaimed aid to a 
particular nation as “‘essential to the defense of 
the United States,” he had the authority of law, 
backed by large appropriations, to lend-lease 
arms, ammunition, materiel, goods, food, ships, 
services and other requested aids we deemed it 
feasible to provide. The act did not require the 
repayment of the money value of these aids, nor 
did it call for the eventual return of the indi- 
vidual item or its replica. 

Rather, it put the matter at the option of the 
President, that at the end of hostilities he could 
recover from the receiving government any lend- 
leased item still in existence which he deemed 
desirable to have returned to the United States. 

Necessarily, tanks lost in action, shells bar- 
raged away by the Red Army, rails worn out by 
the trans-Iranian railway and the millions of 
tons of other Supplies consumed in war will not 
be recovered. Moreover, it is doubtful if we 
could afford to have them returned to us even 
were the receiving nations able to do so without 
a wrench to their own postwar recovery. 

The President is amply justified by economics 
as well.as ethics in pointing out: 

We are not lending money under lend- 
lease. We are not receiving payments on 
account under reverse lend-lease. The lend- 
lease system is, instead, a system of com- 
bined war supply whose sole purpose is to 
make the most effective use against the en- 
emy of the combined resources of the Unit- 
ed Nations, regardless of the origin of the 
supplies or which of us uses them against 
the enemy. 

He adds, most properly, that lend-lease should 
end with the war. All new agreements, such as 
the new protocol with the Soviet Union, are 
understood to make the clear distinction that 


_any goods or services we furnish after the end 


= 


of combat will be sold, not lend-leased. It is 
most important that we approach this new phase 
with a clear understanding that lend-lease is a 
formula for combined war supply, not the prel- 


ude to more war-debt blues.

Warning in the Belgian Crisis 

The trouble in Belgium, subject of an illu- 
minating article in today’s Mirror of Public 
Opinion, has overtones that concern a great deal 
more than the inhabitants of one small country, 
The developments there constitute a sharp warn- 
ing to Allied leadership, and to all the Allied 
peoples, 

The disputed matters are a purely Belgian af- 
fair. As in other liberated countries, exiled of- 
ficials found on their return home that the new- 
ly liberated peoples have scores to settle and 
have developed new lines of political thinking. 
If the people who endured Nazi occupation want 
to bring pressure on their home-coming rulers, 
or want to turn out a government, that should 
be their own business, particularly when, as Cor- 
respondent Bienstock reports of Belgium, there 
was no indication of interference with Allied 
military operations. Yet the Allies interfered. 
tritish troops disarmed demonstrators against 
the Pierlot Government and guarded the Parlia- 
ment. With this military aid, Pierlot remains 
in power, despite strong public dissatisfaction. 

Are our liberating armies going to march over 
Europe putting down popular aspirations for 
change? Are our forces going to serve the 
interests of exile regimes when they return to 
the wrist or forgive the traitors and 
collaborators? Then we are storing up immense 
trouble for ourselves, and strengthening the very 
forces we are opposing. 

In every age, it has been true that a govern-

ment maintaining itself in power by foreign help 
was building its house on sand. For example, 
the Russian revolutionaries were strengthened 
after the last war because the Allies helped the 
White Army in its attempt to recapture control. 
Do we learn nothing from history? 
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Canada’s Conscription Ordeal 

On this side of the border, it is hard to un- 
derstand how a warring nation can be unwilling 
to take all the steps needed to prosecute war to 
the fullest. On the conscription issue, Canada 
still argues a question that was settled affirma- 
tively in this country long ago. In Britain and 
Russia, national service is universal. Canada’s 
policy of strictly volunteer enlistments for over- 
seas service ceased to make complete sense when 
it entered the war. 

Until very recently, Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King argued eloquently that the volunteer sys- 
tem would fill all requirements, and would fill 
them better than conscription. Now, in a very 
short period, he has reversed himself. Canada 
is apparently in about the same sudden predica- 
ment for men that has come on us for shells 
and other war materials. 

There is no gainsaying, either, that Canada 
has done magnificently to date. Its fighting 
forces are proportionately large, high-spirited, 
effective. French Canada, where the opposition 
to conscription is bitterest, has contributed its 
full share. It is true that some draftees are 
trying to avoid having to fight, but a great many 
patriotic Canadians still believe that voluntary 
methods will suffice. 

Because the difference is too big to compose 
by lesser means, Prime Minister King acts cor- 
rectly in putting it to the final test of a vote of 
confidence. Apparently his Government will 
win, Members of Parliament will be mindful 
that the men who volunteered for the shooting 
part of the war grow more bitter by the day 
against the home front. Their term “zombies” 
for home-service conscripts is heavily freighted 
with scorn. 

It would be hard, too, to overturn the judg- 
ment of men like Gen. A. G. L. McNaughton, 
Canada’s present Defense Minister and leading 
soldier, and of former Minister J. L. Ralston, 
who quit the Government because King would 
not accept the conscription view at an earlier 
date. 

To repudiate McNaughton now would be some- 
thing like repudiating Gen. Marshall in the 
United States. And from now on, such changes 
of high command are much more likely to take 
place in the enemy’s camp than in our own. 
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Salute to Capt. Pruitt 

There is honor for both a war hero and for 
his native city in Mayor Kaufmann’s designation 
of Dec. 12 as a day when official tribute will be 
paid to Capt. Wendell O. Pruitt, first St. Louis 
Negro pilot to return on leave after combat duty. 

Capt. Pruitt deserves a salute for his war rec- 
ord: 70 missions, three enemy planes shot down, 
eight destroyed on the ground, participation in 
sinking a destroyer, award of the Distinguished 
Flying Cross and the Air Medal with four Oak 
Leaf Clusters. St. Louis will also be publicly 
saluting in his person the thousands of Negro 
service men from this city and elsewhere, sol- 
diers and sailors who do their duty courageously, 
but too often encounter prejudice and disregard 
rather than acclaim, 

By calling for a celebration in honor of Capt. 
Pruitt, the Mayor is acting in the finest tradi- 
tion of St. Louis: that of judging a citizen by 
his individual worth, not on the basis of his 


color or creed. 
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Chile is preparing to recognize Russia at last; 
in other words, to drop its chilly attitude. 
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Are We Ready for the Air Age? 


St. Louis will receive the sizable amount of 
$6,557,000 in Federal funds for airport construc- 
tion and improvement, if and when Congress ap- 
proves the Civil Aeronautics Administration 
nation-wide program for spending $1,250,000,000 
in a period of five to 10 years. 

The city this year voted $9,987,000 in bonds 
for airport construction and expansion. In ad- 
dition, $4,103,000 remains from the 1942 bond 
issue for airport development. 

Thus the voters have shown that they want 
St. Louis to take its proper place in the postwar 
aviation world; the CAA has recommended a 
considerable Federal expenditure for the same 
purpose, and Congress is taking an interest in 
the proceedings. But where do St. Louis offi- 
cials stand in the matter? 

The fact is that planning and progress on the 
local end have lagged lamentably. Why hasn't 
the city proceeded promptly with acquisition of 
land and begun immediate steps for building its 
second major airport on the logical site, Colum- 
bia Bottoms? Why hasn't there been greater 
energy in beginning the badly needed expansion 
of Lambert Field? Why is no plan available.for 
use of the funds scheduled by CAA in its report 
to Congress? This report also recommended ex- 
penditures for airports at St. Charles, Valley 
Park, East St. Louis and other nearby points; 
what is the status of regional airport planning 
for the area? 

The delays and the vagueness of planning dre 
beginning to raise doubts as to whether St. Louis 
will be ready to take its proper place as a major 
center in the Air Age that is certain to follow 
the war, It’s time for some action. 
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If the cigarette shortage continues and the 
threatened match shortage develops, we'll be 
turning back a few centuries to light our pipes 


with flint and steel. 
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In England, Too

PARIS. 

The Belgian crisis over disarmament of 
the resistance movement is the first major 
conflict between a government returned to 
its capital from foreign exile and the peo- 
ple it governs. 

The Belgian Government was the first to 
get back on its national soil to tackle a 
problem existing in every liberated coun- 
try. Its experiences provide a warning for 
the other exile regimes waiting today for 
the moment to return home, 


More than any of the refugee govern- 
ments in London, the Pierlot Cabinet, dur- 
ing its exile, set store on the principle of 
legal continuity and on proof that it was, 
in principle and personnel, the same Gov- 
ernment that had held office before the 
German occupation. It did this rather 
than try to make the Government repre- 
sent the developing political sentiments of 
the Belgian people. It continued this pol- 
icy on its return to Belgium, reconstituting 
the old Parliament of 1940 without regard 
to the radically altered political situation. 


Suspicions Are Mutual 


Its one concession to the changes affect- 
ed by time and enemy oppression was to 
take into the Cabinet three representatives 
of the new internal forces at work in the 
land—two Communists and the chief of the 
Belgian resistance, 

This is the cause of the ugly crisis which 
has arisen on the arms question and for 
the continuing dangerous situation, The 
immediate cause -reluctance of the resist- 
ance to surrender its arms -is to be found 
in the mutual suapicion of the Government 
toward this powerful new element in Bel- 
pian life, and of the very large section of 
the population it represents, toward the 
Pierlot Cabinet, 

The. Cabinet, while taking stringent 
measures to reduce currency circulation 
and halt inflation, has done nothing to de- 
prive war profiteers of their booty. Ac- 
cording to Brussels. newspapers, it did not 
even move to sequestrate the wealth of 
those arrested for treason or collaboration, 

Pierlot and his most trusted associates 
fire very conservative men who dislike 
change and would like to see the old days 
restored, They are prepared to make some 
concessions in the direction most of the 
people want, .but nothing very drastic. 
Their chief failing is that they fail to see 
the difference in psychology of the Bel- 
gian people in: 1944 and 1940, 


A Supporter of Leopold 


The Prime Minister is the warmest ad- 
herent of King Leopold, now a German 
prisoner, and was his stanchest advocate 
at a time when the leading Allied states- 
men were bitterly castigating him for hav- 
ing laid down arms. A very important 
section of the resistance movement, which 
carried on the fight against the Germans 
when Leopold quit, doesn’t want to see him 
back on the throne. 

Despite the differences in outlook be- 
tween the Cabinet and the resistance, 
which is supported by a very large section 
of the population, the resistance, for the 
sake of national unity, would probably 
have continued to support Pierlot until 
elections could be held had it not been for 
the question of punishment of the traitors 
and of effective measures to suppress the 


powerful fifth column, whose activities go 
almost unchecked. 


The newspaper Bruxelles-Paris, published 
here with some inspiration from abroad, in 
defending the Pierlot Government admit- 
ted it was very difficult for the Belgian 
public to understand why, though the small 
malefactors were in jail, “the important 
personages whom the public voice accused, 
remained at liberty.” 


[t was because the traitors hadn’t been 
jailed and the fifth column hadn’t been 
liquidated that the resistance movement 
wanted to retain its arms. Its confidence 
in the Government's will to act firmly had 
been dissipated by the authorities’ laxity. 


Victory by Alien Force 
Pierlot, by invoking Allied military back- 
ing, has won his immediate objective. The 
resistance, rather than fight against the 
Anglo-Americans who had liberated their 
country, chose to surrender their arms. 


But Pierlot won his point at great cost. 
He put himself in the position of basing 
his Government on alien force—-foreign 
even though Allied—and he courted the 
risk of involving Belgian patriots in con- 
flict with their allies. 


There was no indication that the resist- 
ance leaders were going to create disorder 
that might impede Allied military opera- 
tions or to overthrow the Government. 
Anglo-American intervention will have the 
effect, in the long run, of creating resent- 
ment against the Cabinet in circles far 
wider than the resistance movement, even 
among the conservatives to whom Pierlot 
looks for support, who have been disturbed 
by this disregard of Belgium's newly recov- 
ered sovereignty. 

This question is not confined to Belgium, 
The refugee Government which has now 
returned to Greece is up against the same 
difficulty. The Dutch Government may 
face this problem, for it, too, failed to in- 
corporate the resistance movement and to 
move with the times. 


Discord in France Also 


Here in France, too, there is an armed 
resistance which considers it still hag a 
task to perform in bringing traitors to 
book and in liquidating the fifth column, 
It has been critical of the Government for 
not moving rapidly enough. 


A few weeks ago, Gen, De Gaulle’s Gov- 
ernment unexpectedly ordered the disarm- 
ing of the Milice Patriotique—the “home 
guard” organized by the Front National, 
one of the two great French resistance 
movements. The order came as a severe 
shock to the resistance and brought forth 
a truly impressive protest. Nevertheless, 
without incidents, the-M, P.’s arms were 
deposited with the Mayor in each town, 


There is mounting criticism of the De 
Gaulle Government in every part of France. 
It is criticised for moving too slowly in 
bringing about the necessary social, eco- 
nomic and political reforms which the 
country agrees are necessary. But Charles 
de Gaulle is still proudly considered “the 
first resistant” and is still trusted.

Briton’s Report on America 
Is Realistic and Sympathetic 


**The American Character,”” by D. W. Brogan. ‘Ab 
fred A. Knopf, New York.) 

Published in England under the 
“The American Problem,” this book 
attempt by a Cambridge University pro- 
fessor of political science to explain the 
American to the Englishman and to esti- 
mate America’s place in the world com- 
munity. 

It is far more than a mere addition to 
the long list of books of criticism by visit- 
ing foreigners which, however superficial 
and prejudiced, have usually found a good 
market in our country. It is based on wide 
personal experience and a profound know!l- 
edge of American history: it is fair, sym- 


pathetic and stimulating.

Not only has the author an M.A. in 
American history from Harvard, but he 
has visited 40 of the 48 states. He seems 
equally at home discussing Jackson's cam- 
paigns in the Shenandoah or Jefferson's 
foreign policy or Thurber’s and Fitzpat- 
rick’s cartoons.’ His description of a Mid- 
western Main street on Saturday night 
would bring tears to the eyes of any GI 
Joe abroad. Indeed, one wonders if Bro- 
gan's off-hand references to Helen Hokin- 
son's “plump matrons” or to the Perry 
Mason detective stories must not leave 
most of his English audience quite lost. 

Our athletics, our boosterism and our 
isolationism, which are treated with dis- 
dain and disgust by most of our foreign 
critics, particularly the English, receive 
sympathetic understanding even if not en- 
tire approval from Brogan. 

A citizen of ancient Greece, Brogan 
says, would understand the spirit uniting 
the community at an American football or 
basketball game. The names of the Notre 
Dame players who become “All-Americans” 
show the contributions of athletics to the 
common culture which, he thinks, it is the 
chief purpose of our schools to provide. 
The booster spirit was vitally necéssary to 
generations which had to “sell” themselves 
and gave others the courage to gambie on 
development of the continental wilderness, 
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In his attempt to explain American polit- 
ical institutiong to an English reader, Bro- 
gan is most adversely critical and most 
stimulating. The American separation of 
executive and legislative functions, he ex- 
plains, often produces Presidents without 
legislative experience and legislators with- 
out administrative responsibility. Since all 
candidates are supposed to be expert on 
all issues, the result is a frequently face- 
saving retreat. into meaningless rhetoric. 
The English system of heckling political 
speakers, he suggeats, would mu h improve 
American political oratory, 

Whether this or any such book can, as 
the jacket blurb asserts, explain to wus 
“what we are and why we are that way” 
is for the individual reader to decide. But 
any reader will find both interesting and 
realistic Brogan’s conclusions: that the 
chief American problem is to reconcile na- 
tional autonomy with the needs of a new 
world society and that a successful recon- 
cillation must be a “house of many man- 
sions.”

The Rockettes Learn. 


Suddenly, as they confronted the

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Hitler's Slaves 


Families Work and 


Live Like Animals

WITH THE THIRD ARMY SOMEWHERE BE- 
FORE THE GERMAN BORDER, Nov. 25 (By 
Cable). 


ODAY, in an almost demolished farmhouse 
T Standing in the backwash of the advance of 
the Twenty-sixth Division, I found a little 
of hell which Dante didn’t visit. I saw 
my first of Hitler's 
slaves. There were 
eight of them there 
in what was left of 
that German farm- 
house, eight miser- 
able, dazed, spirit- 
less human beings. 
Once these eight 
people comprised 
the two families of 
free Yugoslavian 
farmers, but since 
1941, when thev 
were uprooted and 
-sent into bondage by Hitler’s henchmen, they 
have been shunted from one German labor camp 
to another. Last May they were sent here into 
Lorraine to become the vassals of a powerful 
German landowner. Through an interpreter I 
talked today to these Yugoslavian slave laborers. 
In one family there was Johann, a thin, wiry 
man of about 40, his wife, two teen-age sons and 
his wife’s grandfather. In the other family there 
was Martin, who had only his wife and 9-year- 
old son. Theirs was as heart breaking a fale as 
I have ever heard. | 


* * * 


BACK IN 1941, JOHANN told me as he nervous- 
ly twisted his scraggly red handlebar mustache, 
his and Martin's family were conscripted for 
slave labor with only what possessions they could 
carry in their hands and on their backs. They 
were sent into Germany to a labor company. 

After some months in that labor camp 
they were sent to Poland. Why they were not 
kept in Poland Johann does not know. As he 
says in his hopeless way, “such things were not 
explained to us.” After some time in Poland the 
two families were sent back into Germany and 
there, after stays in several German ]abor camps, 
were sent here into Lorraine to work for the 
German landowner. Last May, when the Ger- 
mans evacuated this town before the advance of 
the Twenty-sixth Division, the German landowner 
fled into Germany. But the German army left 
the Yugoslavian slaves, and there they stayed 
in that stone farmhouse and somehow miracu- 
lously survived the battle for the little settlement 
that has grown up around the landowner’s big 
stone farmhouse.

SHELLS HAD TORN AWAY a great part of 


it, but the kitchen and one room, where all eight 
people of the two families slept, had been spared. 
Zita, who is the wife of Johann and has the 
pasty complexion that resembles a plateful of 
cold mashed potatoes, took me into the bedroom 
where for seven months eight people had lived 
during the hours when they were not driven to 
work by the German landowner. In one corner 
of the neat and spotlessly clean room their pitiful 
belongings were stacked in an orderly pile. Two 
beds and three cots occupied every other avail- 
able inch of space. “Even the animals in the 
stable had more room,” Zita murmured in her 
unsmilingly way. 

Through the interpreter I asked these people 
if they had been abused. “Not beaten,” Martin 
explained. “We soon learned to obey, to work as 
long as there was light.”

LONG BEFORE DAWN EACH DAY the two 
women of the families would arise and cook 
breakfast for their men who had to be in the 
fields by dawn. Even 9-year-old Peter was forced 
to accompany his father into the fields. At dusk 
the men would return and for these long hours 
Martin and Johann each received 100 marks a 
month. The three boys each received 30 marks 
a month but out of these earnings the German 
farmer took exorbitant sums for the food he 
claimed his eight Yugoslavian slaves consumed. 
“Always,” Johann explained sadly, “at the end 
of the month he would sey we had nothing com- 
ing, that we had eaten too much.” Still in the 
rags of their wanderings, these Yugoslavian men, 
women and children are free. They are no 
longer slaves, forced to work 12 and 14 hours 
hours a day, but they have no money, nowhere 
to go. They can only stay in what is left of the 
German farmhouse and live off of what is left 
of this German farm after the great body of 
battle has paSsed over it and gone on. “It will 
be a long time,” says Zita, wife of Johann, “before 
we can go home.”

AND WHEN THESE YUGOSLAVIAN slaves 
do go home I cannot help wondering what their 
lives will be like from more than three years of 
wandering, working in the mines in German 
labor camps, and living on the black bread and 
thin slop of the soup lines. Neither Zita nor 
Marie, wife of Martin, have any teeth. The boys, 
even 9-year-old Peter, look like advance ads fora 
famine. The old grandfather is paper thin and 
has a racking cough. For more than three years, 
all eight of these people have been forced to 
work beyond their endurance, forced to live like 
animals herded together into one room. As I 
left this little corner of hell this afternoon I 
wondered if among the men there is combined 
strength enough to bury the dead animals lying 
in the stables, if the women can bear up under 
the job of clearing away the plaster and stone 
and rubble that must be cleaved away before 
they can again use their kitchen.

I'VE BEEN WONDERING, TOO, if Peter's 
mother, Marie. will still be with him at Christ- 
mas. I can still see her standing in the doorway 
of that kitchen where a shell blew most of a 
manure pile in through the paneless windows, 
smoothing her dirty black sateen apron with one 
hand and holding her chest with the other. It is 
Marie who moved me most, because I know that 
only a few short years ago she must have been 
very pretty, the proud young mother of little 
Peter, who was only 6 when the Germans came 
to take them all away. Now Marie is an old 
woman without teeth, the symbol of what has 
happened to thousands of Hitler's slaves.

O homemaker should be satis- 
fied until she can make per- 
fect biscuita, light flaky, ten- 
der, rich brown crusted. The 
techniques of making fine biscuits 
are simple, but one must put her 
heart as well as her hands into the 
work. The best dough is soft, It 
must be handled quickly or it will 
be slightly sticky. It does need 
considerable kneading to acquire 
the smooth surface necessary for 


‘the best appearing crust. Knead- 


ing also makes for flakiness, Bis- 
cult dough may be patted out to 
the right thickness of4¢ may be 
rolled. Today's recipe for Orange 
Biscuit rolls is a good example 
of how corn syrup, substituted for 
most of the sugar, can turn an 
old stand-by into something quite 
different and exciting. 


Orange Biscuit Rolls. 


One-half cup light corn syrup, 
four tablespoons sugar, one table- 
spoon butter or margarine, one. 
half cup orange juice, one tea- 
spoon grated orange rind, one- 
half to one teaspoon cinnamon, 
two cups all-purpose flour, four 
teaspoons baking powder, three- 
fourths teaspoon salt, one-fourth 
cup lard or other shortening, 
three-fourths cup milk, one table- 
spoon melted butter or margarine, 


Put corn syrup, two tablespoons 
sugar, and one tablespoon butter 
or margarine into a saucepan and 
cook rapidly for three minutes, or 
until somewhat thickened, Remove 
from heat, stir in orange juice 
and rind, and pour into a 6%x1l 
inch baking pan. Mix rest of 
sugar with cinnamon, Sift flour, 
measure and resift twice with 
baking powder and salt, into mix- 
ing bowl. Cut in lard with pastry 
blender or two knives; add milk 
and stir until dough just stiffens 
up. Turn out onto floured board, 
knead three or four times, and 
roli into a rectangular shape 
about 12x10 inches. Brush with 
the melted fat and sprinkle with 
cinnamon-sugar mixture. Roll up 
tightly like a jelly roll, starting on 
the longer side; stretch roll gently 
to about 15-inch length. Cut into 
12 equal slices, and place cut side 
up in the orange syrup, making 
two rows along the sides; this al- 
lows room for rising. Bake in a 
hot oven (450 degrees F.) for 
about 25 minutes, or until done. 
Twelve biscuits.

HEN our own trainees here at home are unappreciative 

of the hospitality shown them, their lack of courtesy falls 

upon themselves as mannerless individuals. But abroad, 
mo matter how small a percentage of our men show this fail- 
ing, it necessarily reflects upon Americans as a whole. A pro- 
test sent me not long ago by an American friend now stationed 
in London, describes this situation so vividly that I feel it is 
a “must” to hand on to any of our men who are expecting to 
go overseas: 


My letter asks. “Can't you do something to make it plain 
to our service men who have not as yet left American soil 
and who therefore have a chance to help cancel the effect 
of the rudeness that so many of those over here have been 
building up against all Americans? The story is this: ‘The 
people of England want to like our boys and to show them 
hospitality, and the discourtesy with which their impulses of 
kindness have been received, is inexcusable. Their principle 
fault is accepting invitations and neither going nor sending 
word that they are not. I a man does not want to go to 
Crump-on-Stoving for the week end or to Lady Bridget’s 
picnic, he can for any number of reasons decline both invita- 
tions. But he cannot accept and then just stay away without 
sending word to either hostess that he cannot (will not) come, 
without bringing resentment down on all of us.” 


In addition to printing this letter, I'd like to add that 
whether or not the number of Americans who have hitherto 
jam-packed the British Isles has greatly diminished, I do not 
know, But it can’t be too strongly emphasized to every man 
(and girl too) who wears the uniform of Uncle Sam, that show- 
ing appreciative consideration for courtesy is a very small re- 
turn to make.

The Doctor 
On Feeding 
Of infants 


Logan a. OE M. D. 


N a recent article on modern 
ideas in infant feeding I wrote 
that one fundamental principle 
has never changed, which is that 
the very best food for new-born 
infants is mother’s milk, and that 
if a baby can get a start in life of 
only one or two months of breast 
feeding it will guarantee a mini- 
mum of digestive and nutritional 
trouble in the future. 

I am encouraged to repeat this 
here because with the enormous 
upsurging in our crop of new 
babies, campaigns are being con- 
ducted all over the country to per- 
suade mothers to nurse their 
babies and to teach them how to 
do it in the most effective way. 
This is done by breast feeding 
demonstrations to young mothers. 
The campaign was suggested and 
started by Julius P. Sedgwick, but 
its success is largely due to the 
enthusiastic work of Dr. Frank 
Howard Richardson, formerly con- 
sultant of the division of Child 
Hygiene State Department of 
Health, New York, and now in 
North Carolina, 

THE STUDIES MADE by the 
various groups who have been do- 
ing this work have resulted, as 
Dr. Richardson pointedly puts it, 
in giving us first hand knowledge 
about human lactation instead of 
as hitherto by analogy with the 
time-honored milk _ producing 
mammal which has so far sup- 
plied most of our scientific data 
regarding milk production. 

In other words, we are learning 
that a woman isn’t exactly like a 
cow and shouldn’t be treated as 
such. 

Breast feeding with mother’s 
milk has gone out of fashion for 
several reasons. One was that the 
young mother of our hurly-burly 
it tied her down too 
much and wasn't necessary. An- 
other was that the idea got around 
that the modern i couldn’t give 
enough milk—the breasts went dry 
in a few weeks after birth. This 
particular phenomenon when it 
occurred was almost always due to 
ignorance and lack of proper in- 
struction on the part of the med- 
ical profession. 

Still another reason is the idea 
which has got about that special 
formulae or infant’s foods are 
scientifically better adapted to an 
infant then mother’s milk. This is 
another misconception due to bad 
education. 

IT 18 OFTEN supposed that an 
infant which is fretful or crying 
after a feeding is having a colic. 
More often it is because it is un- 
The reason 
the breasts dry up a few weeks 
after nursing has begun is in nine 
out of ten cases because the baby 
has not been allowed to empty 
them completely. Perhaps the baby 
is too weak, or perhaps satisfied 
before complete emptying. But the 
nursing mother should learn to 
strip the breasts by manual ex- 
pression after each feeding until 
they are empty. A breast functions 
in proportion to the demands made 
on it. When it is completely emp- 
tied at each feeding it increases 
its supply with the demands of the 
growing infant. 

There are cases that are on rec- 
ord in the breast feeding demon- 
stration clinks of breasts that 
have gone almost completely dry 
at the end of six weeks, when 
gtripping and manual expression 
were instituted came back so that 
in-30 days each breast was pro- 
ducing nearly 30 ounces of milk 
in 24 hours, 

The timing of breast feedings 
can be spaced so the objection 
about tying the mother down does 
not arise. There is no reason why 
the baby has to be fed in the mid- 
die of the evening—say, 10 p. m. 
The night feeding can be done just 
as well at 11 p. m. or midnight. An 
adequate feeding schedule is 6 a. 
m., 10 a, m.,, 2 p. m., 6 p. mM. and 
midnight.
